Awaiting China's Reply. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The state de- 


partment id once more in a waiting atti 
tude regarding China. 
After having 


promptly and fully answered the appeal 
of the Chinese emperor for the media- 
tion of the United States government, 
the correspondence made public today 
makes it evident that the next move 
devolves upon China. It is expected 
that acceptance or rejection of the de- 
partment's proposition will be promptly 
forthcoming. In either case, tidings of 
affairs in Pekin and news concerning 
the condition of the legationers must 
come out. It is not concealed here that 
chances of successful mediation arc 
slight. It is said that the United States 
will cheerfully undertake the task if 
the conditions imposed by it upon the 
Chinese government are met.

all the nations concerned, were soon to be 
promulgated. Taotai Lew. first secreta- 
ry of the Chinese legation here, speaking 
of the matter, snid:

ncn in the settlement, and, in addition

Very strong among the cosmopolitan 
crowd of mipets. 


TomUnson had figured out that the 


vote for n^ayor would probably be very 
closely divided between himself nnd his 


Pljoncnt, and as three-fourths of the 
Chinese were woiking on claims owned 
by himself and his brother he made up 
iiis mind that the only way to make his 
election certain was to get the consent 
of ihe "free and independent" to a piop- 
>eilion to allow the Celestials to cast 
'their ballots with the whites. 


AVarburton and his supporters, reftliz- 
ng that snch a concession would mean a 
cuishing defeat, fought hard against the 
Idea, hut "Smooth Tommy" had the ear 
of ihe members of the law and order 


who weie running tho prelimina- 


lies-, r.nd Warburton's protests were over- 
uiled. 


Jimmy Barrett, a roustabout specula- 


tor, 
was installed as cleik of election. 


The ballot boxes were five old fashioned 
leather portmanteaus, with slits in the 
sides, nnd the ballots were small printed 
slips of this character:

Election day came. The Chinese were

Tpm- 
Imson had explained carefully through 
thtii interpreters that every man, in or- 
der to vote the right way, would bav« to 
ni.uk a cross inside the square following 
the top name on the card. The Interpret- 
ers weie very particular in impressing 
the "top name" Idea on their men, and

his bullot by Barrett was to deposit it 
after making his cross.

Barrett and bought that gentle- 
mnn, body and boots, to help them cnny 
out n little plot that they tad devised for 
the benefit of their candidate. It was 
very simple. All that the clerk had to 
do was to band out n ticket, upside 
down, to every Chinaman who came 
along to vote. It was n slim chance 
that the conspirators were depending 
on—simply the belief that the Chinese 
would carry out their literal instiuc- 
tions and insert their crosses on what 
they believed was the top square of the' 
caid. That; the square appealed on the 
lefl band si.de of the name would proba- 
bly .stride thp Chinese, voters as being 
perfectly natural, a(ccordin^ to their o.wn 
me_thpd, of penmanship.' BVrret't fulfilled' 
his" part of the contract in a veiy thor- 
ough manner. 


The Tomlinson adherents, who had 


walch,ed nearly 800 Chinamen march np 
to the polls and seemingly carry out their 
promises, thought that the' election was 
as good as. settled, and many of them' 
were making merry over the,prospect in 
the tent saloons along the Ballarat ten-; 
derloin long'before^ thp polls were closed. 


Their ^oy was short lived. Warburton 


was elected by a majoiity of nearly 700 
votes—saved by his opponent's own 'la- 
borers. Old miners say that 'after the 
Jesuit; was declared a,nd when, Tomli^on 
found out all about the "double cross," 
or, fathe'r, the single cross, that bad been 
worked 011 him. he walked up the hpl tor 
Chinatown and, standing among the 
sharks of bis, almond eyed Vassals, rep,ti- 
the riot act to them with, fiery eloquence/ 
Eien when he called, them "dn'rfder 
lionded, blithering Mongolian idiots", they 
fnjljed sadly and ".were, unmoved, .He 
might' as 'well, have been talking Gaelic 
for all they understood."

CONKLING'S GREATEST EFFORT. 


HOW IT l«AYS TRAPS INTO -WHICH 


SMUGGLERS TUMBLE. 


Where the FBTHODB Senator Made the 


Speech of HU Lit*. 


"The best political fighting id done in a 


Convention where there is stubborn op- 


sltion," said an old delegate to many 


national gatherings. "The most effective 
oratory is, heard where speakers realize 
that they must be convincing. 
The dif- 


ference in the speeches of Conkling and 
Garfield in the Chicago convention was 
as marked as the personality of the men 
themselves. And yet undoubtedly each 
mnn caused intelligent and Conservative 
delegates to halt In their opinions. Coni- 
ling, in nominating Qiant. aroused the 
convention and the galleiies to the sum- 
mit of. enthusiasm. If seemed as if it 
could never be subdued. The speech of 


QcJd, in which he presented the name 


of Sherman, had, however, exactly that 
effect. 
It was necessary that it should 


be so in order to quiet the tumult started 
by Conkling, 


"Grea.t as Conkling's speech is con- 


ceded to liaio been, the convention and 
the galleries did not bear his greatest 
effoit, and unfortunately there is no rec- 
ord of it. It was unwritten. 
The day 


before the ballot there "was a meeting of 
the 300, as the Grant phalanx is known 
in political history. Some attempts had 
been made, to break it. Strong overtures 
had been presented to several of the 800. 
The meeting to which I refer was held 
in a room under the roof of the hotel. 
We met there secietly. We were pledged 
to say nothing to others about our cau- 
cus. 
It was a hot day, and a skylight 


was opened to admit air. Mr, Conkling 
got up to make his last talk to the 300 
before they went to the convention. It 
was not a speech to convince those who 
heaid it. 
There T\as no occasion for 


that. Put it wns intended as a warning 
against threatened combinations, and a 
re-assertion of foalty to our candidate. 
Conkling was at his best, aud I had seen 
him under all chcumstanecs. 


"Just as be xvas beginning there was a 


disturbance on the roof. »A reporter who 
had got an inkling of the mooting hod 
crawled up tboie and flattened himself 
no that he might hear the proceedings. A 
party of linemen on the roof at the same 
time, but .j;aorant of the meeting below 
or of the repoi tor's presence nt tho sky- 
light, came along, and the icpoiter, think- 
ing they were after him, skedaddled. It 
was this disturbance that caused Conk- 
ling to stop, and then the skylight was 
closed. The incident had no effect upon 
Conkliug's effort, but it prevented the re- 
porter fiom shorthanding what we all 
conceded to be a much greater effort than 
the one made by Conkling the night he 
placed Giant in nomination. I know this 
is saying n good deal, but I heard both, 
as did 303 others, and our opinion on the 
speech in tho hotel room was unanimous 
Several times a number of us asked 
ConKling to' write the speech be mode In 
the room, but he always replied that it 
couldn't lie done, that it was an inspira- 
tion and that inspirations never repeated 
tbemselves."—Chicago Times-Herald.

How smugglers smuggle Is well known 


In every country that puts a duty on cer- 
tain imports, but how the government of- 
hciuls put their hands on the violators of 
the law is quite another story. Some 
think it no crime to steal from the "rich" 
government, nnd they lay their plans to 
bring in dutiable goods free as cautiously 
and cleverly as does the burglar who fa 
about to bieak into a house. 


It is not generally known to globe trot- 


ters or even stay at homes that the Unit- 
ed States has several of the "brightest" 
ineq in the customs service constantly 01^ 
the go crossing and recrosslug the Atlan- 
tic in search of those who are likely t<> ' 
have bad memories when it comes to the 
point of making a dcclaVation. The latter 
is a stiong legal document to which every 
incoming tourist has to swear and affix 
his signatme. So that when a traveler is 
found guilty of bringing into the country 
that which does not appear as au entry 
on his declination he is likewise guilty of 
perjury. 


The government employees who make 


these regular trips on the big liners aie 
iu the pay of the treasury department. It 
is obvious that they are obliged to have 
a gentlemanly presence and an affability 
that usually mark the gieat traveler. 
This affability is woith a good deal to the 
government, and it has been the downfall 
of many smugglers.

That the reins may 
be drawn as tightly as possible on dis- 
honest tourists the government has a se- 
cret understanding to divide the value of 
seiml goods where the information is 
furnished by a djsinteiested party. This 
rule is most piofltable to both the gov- 
ernment and-the one giVing the informa- 
tion. 


There are certain bouses abroad which 


sell diamonds, silks or other dutiable 
goods to American buyers and notify the 
treasury agents Immediately. Thus it is 
tbnt frequently the moment a tourist 
steps on board a ship on the other side 
with,valuables that he may "foi-get" to 
declare on arrival bcie the fact is cabled 
to (bis side, aud the boarding officers and 
inspte"ctors*jt)a8s him the compliments of 
the diiy on f he pier.

We are accustomed to speak of the hu- 


mane and chivalrous uniauer iu which 
modem Ughtiug is carried on and to con- 
gratulate ourselves upon the advance 
which has been made in this respect. 


But is this advance us great and as 


real as we imagine? For example, how 
do our present day customs of war com- 
pare, with the old- time lighting methods 
of the Maoris, the natives o£ New Zea- 
land? It will surprise a good many peo- 
ple to hear that when a baud of Maori 
warriors was going to fight the warriors 
of another tribe it was not unusual for 
the numbers it was proposed to place iu 
the field to be communicated to the ene- 
my. Moreover, one Bide often provided 
the other with arms and proi isioiis, so 
that the enemy might not be placed at 
too great a disadvantage. 


Here are a few stories which illustrate 


the geneiosity which the Maoris of for- 
mer days displayed toward their enemies. 
A chief was asked why, when on a cer- 
tain occasion be had command of tbo 
road, he did uot attack the ammunition 
and provision trains of the English. The 
Maori, utterly astonished at buch a ques- 
tion, exclaimed, "Why, you fool, if we 
had stolen their powder and food, how 
could they have fought?" 


Another chief, who considered that he 


bad been insulted by the chief of a neigh- 
boring tribe, said that the other chief, 
bad he not been much the stronger of the 
two in arms and ammunition, would not 
have dared to act in so insulting a man- 
ner. This speech came to the ears of the 
neighboring chief, who thereupon divided 
his arras and ammunition into two equal 
parts and sent one half, along with an 
invitation to fight, to chief No. 1. 


On another occasion n, chief who was 


fighting against us and who was short 
of guns an«l powder sent this message 
to the governor: "My custom with re- 
gard to my enemy is if he hus not n 
weapon I give him one, that lie may 
fight on equal terms. Now, oil, governor, 
are you not ashamed of my defenseless 
hands?" 


A clergyman who lived for a long time 


in NPW Zealand relates how in one of 
the intertribal wars the besieged sent 
word to tin- enemy that they were short 
of provisions, and the besiegers at once 
handed over a supply of food.' 


But we need not go nil the way to New 


Zealand for an example of supplying am- 
munition to an enemy, for, if the story 
he true, it would appear that something 
Of this sort once occurred in the English 
channel, when a British admiral was try- 
ins conclusions with a Dutch admiral.— 
London Mail.

Wan Finally Clcnret! l"i> by a Dcatli- 
1><-<I CoiifcKMloii—Au IiiKeniouN and 
Effective Murder Trail, 
One Of my best friends and one of the 


tending professional men in Maine nave 
me the story of nn old time Maine trage- 
dy. Hitherto it hns existed as one of the 
unwritten tales of Maine pioneer days 
and has been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation.

took place in her girlhood days IN and 
around her wilderness home. 


iShe told mo how more than oncp during 


cold 
winter 
nights 
howling, 
hungry 


wolves huil hung around her t'.-ithei's log 
cabin until the coming of the inomhig 
light; how the bears frequently f< astt'd 
on the sheep and how un one oc-en.sion her 
father wns chased by a big gray pnntlvr 
and narrowly reaped with his life. 


To the.ee stirring tales I always listen- 


ed with rapt attention, hut there wns one 
Ftory which hhe told me that deeply <>n- 
ernfted itself in luy memory, nnd thnt is 
the story which 1 am about to relate. 
I have always believed it to be true, for 
my grandmother was one <jt' tho^e. rare 
persons v»ho consider "lying lips an 
abomination unto the Lord." 


Some two or three miles from my 


grandmother's ghlhood home there was 
n settlor whom I will call Itruwn, nl- 
thongh thnt was not bis true narie. 
Brown's family consisted of himself, his 
wife, who was n ^idow whcu he mariit»il | 
her, and her daughter, IClleu. « child <if 
13. 
Unlike most wilderness ohildien, 


Ellen was far from being robust. 
She 


was small for her age, weak and .sickly 
and perhaps did not possess the best dis- 
position in the world. 
She was no fn- 


votite with her stepfather, and he fre- 
quently remarked that Mie was of no 
account nnd not worth bringing up. 
Still, his treatment of her was no wor^e 
perhaps than many stepchildren receive. 


One spring, after Brown hud been mar- 


ried about two years, lu> W.IK engaged in 
felling trees on a low ridge about a half 
mile fruin his log house nnd getting 
ready for u "bum." 
One morning be- 


fore going to his work lie told hi* wife 
'lint he should not he b.u-lc to dinner, as 
lie was iu a great hurry and it was :no:<t 
tui> fur to walk and asked NT to send 
it to him by Ellen at the proper time. 


Just before the midday 
hour

Brown filled n small puil with food for 
her husband's dinner, gave it to Ellen, 
who then started for

where Brown was at work and soon 
disappeared among the intervening tree:.. 


About the middle of the 
afternoon 


Brown appeared at his house nnd asked 
his wife why she had not sent Ellen w i t h 
his dinner ns directed. With considera- 
ble surpriho and much alarm Mrs. Brown 
informed her hiish.ind that she had sent 
Ellen with his midday tne.-'I ns requested 
r.nd that she had not returned, l>nt which 
latter fact did not worry her any ns she 
thought Ellen was probably waiting to 
come back with him that night.

I hnve never touched it from that day 
to this." In response to the inquiries of 
his horrified wife, Brown gave some fur- 
ther directions so that the old stnmp 
could be readily found nnd then fell into- 
a deep sleep and never spoke afterward. 


After his death the old stump wns 


carefully removed, and un*der it were 
found the broken and crushed bones oC 
the missing child nnd the remnants ot 
the dinner pail. 
And for years after- 


ward the story of little Ellen's disap- 
pearance and hei\lragic death were re- 
peated at many a' fireside in that whole 
region.—Lewiston (Me.)

annoying the cowmen It is a source of 
danger'and expense to the railroad com- 
panies that have bridges crossing its 
treacherous bed. It is the bugbear and 
horror, too, of every newcomer who hns 
to cross it oh horseback or in a wagon, 
nnd at certain seasons even the men who 
know it thoroughly fear to attempt cross- 
ing nt the safest fords. Many a brave 
fellow has won himself the respect of all 
the country for swimming it when there 
was need, and again many a brave fellow 
hns been lost in it; drowned iu the water 
and swallowed by the sands. 


Occasionally it Is necessary to get 


across with a wagon when the flood is 
running, na wheie a trail outfit have cat- 
tle to deliver and cannot wait for the wa- 
ter to run down.

Where showers have occurred, chiefly 


in the northern parts of the section, 
vegetable and fruits have made rapid 
growth, but over tho larger portion of 
it these crops have suffered greatly 
from 
the extreme 
heat and 
lack 


of rain. No serious barm was done to 
the crops by the severe thunderstorm a 
and squalls of the week, and with the 
exception of parts of Vermont and New 
Hampshire vegetables are unusually 
free from injury by bugs and insects. 
Early potatoes are reported of good 
quality, but 
below the average in 


yield. 
In tho southern sections the 


late varieties are suffering greatly from 
the drought. Berries and other frnils, 
with the exception of apples which 
have been dropping 
considerably, 


promise well.
